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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

The claims stand rejected for using the terminology "alkali metals", "alkaline earth 
metals", "transition metals", "main group metals", etc. now in parenthesis. It is not clear 
if the claims are limited to the recited elements or not. Furthermore, alkaline earth 
metals and alkali metals are main group elements. Removing the parenthesis and the 
contained limitation will overcome this rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

4. Claims 1-10,1 2-1 7, 1 9,20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as anticipated by 
or, in the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Sterzel (4,859,639) for 
reasons of record. 

Applicants argue Sterzel fails to disclose the glass material of the invention 
however fail to give a specific arguments. Sterzel amorphous silicon nitride (amorphous 
is equivalent to glassy) powders which is within the scope of the instant claims. The 
merely recite "glass" which is considered to include powders. Furthermore, Sterzel sets 
forth forming a glassy molding, column 3, lines 25-28. 
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5. Claims 1 ,4-8,12-17,19.20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by 
or, in the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Neudecker et al 
(6,242,132), for rieasons of record. 

Applicants argue the instant claims exclude the Sn component of Neudecker et 
al. This is not persuasive in overcoming the rejection because the claims set forth 
"main group elements". It is not clear if the claims are limited to Pb and Bi or include all 
main group elements; see above rejection under 112, second paragraph. Sn is a main 
group element. Also the claims set forth "alkali metals and therefor are considered to 
include Li.
